Questions Without Answers 


Editor, THE BLooD-HorRSsE: 

Recent editorials and articles in THE BLOopD- 
HorsE make frequent reference to the sharp rise 
in the price of Thoroughbreds since May 1945 and 
the height of the current level of prices. Al- 
though not specifically stated, there is a clear 
implication that you believe current prices “high” 
and perhaps approaching the “too high” level 
which inevitably is followed by a “break” in 
prices and bankruptcy for many of those engaged 
in the business. [Not much bankruptcy.—Ed. | 

You warn against this last possibility—quite 
properly—and cite the following dangerous situa- 
tions which are developing. 


A. Higher prices are stimulating 

1. New entries into breeding by persons not 
heretofore engaged in the business. 

2. Expansion of number of mares bred by per- 
sons previously engaged in breeding as 
either a regular business or a sideline. 

B. As a result of the conditions described in A, 

1. The annual crop of registered foals is likely 
to increase from the recent annual average 
of around 6,000 to perhaps 8,000 in the next 
few years. 


2. The increase in number of mares bred is in-

troducing many mares of questionable qual- 
ity into the stud. 


3. The number of Thoroughbreds that will be 
offered for sale in the next few years will be 
greater than the number the market will 
need or can absorb at high or reasonable 
prices. 

As a consequence you urge breeders to keep 
their feet on the ground even if their heads occa- 
sionally are in the clouds. Your method for keep- 
ing one’s feet on the ground I interpret from your 
writings to be: Breed only quality mares to qual- 
ity stallions. 

As a recent entry in the breeding business 
(February 1945—remember the ban) I am ex- 
tremely interested in the counsel and feel that 
THE BLoop-HorsE can render its readers no great- 
er service than to keep this problem continuously 
before them and to provide all possible informa- 
tion which will help them to understand and 
evaluate this basic problem. The primary reason 
for this communication is to suggest some of the 
kinds of information I would like to have. Prob- 
ably other readers will suggest even more fruitful 
lines of study and discussion. 

The first and most fundamental issue as I see it 
is: What is the potential size of the market for 
Thoroughbreds? 

A. How many horses are needed for: 

1. Tracks now operating. 


2. Tracks now operating plus those for which 
plans and commitments have developed to a 
point where their final completion and op- 
eration may be taken for granted. 

3. Tracks which are projected in addition to 
those in 1. and 2. above.

a. Show horses. 
b. Improving other breeds. 

B. How many additional Thoroughbreds are re- 
quired each year to maintain the number of 
horses needed for purposes outlined in A? 
What is the turnover or average number with- 
drawn each year in terms of: 


1. Horses found unsuited for further racing 
because of 

a. Soundness or condition. 

b. Age. 

c. Lack of racing quality. 

d. Possession of such exceptional quality as 
to indicate profitability or desirability of 
early withdrawal to stud. 

2. Grading of horses - 

a. What is the experience in improvement 
or upgrading and decline or downgrad- 
ing? 

(1) What does this mean in terms of 


number of horses potentially avail- 
able for 


(a) Big tracks by grade of races.

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Information of this kind I believe will provide 
a firm basis for appraising both the total market 
and the possible price classes within that market. 
If we had such a basis for appraising the poten- 
tial demand we could then establish the supply 
side of the picture and more readily decide 
whether or not we could reasonably anticipate 
profits from breeding over the next several years. 

The second problem is therefore: What is the 
potential supply of Thoroughbreds? 


. How many breeders are there? 

. How many mares do they have available for 
breeding? 

. How many mares did they breed in 1945? 

. How many mares do they anticipate breeding 
in 1946, 1947, and 1948? 

. What is their foaling experience? 


To be sure these are statistics and presumably 
breeders abhor statistics. But what business can 
survive today without basic data on its own opera- 
tions and knowledge of the summary of activities 
of its competitors? We are all familiar with the 
Department of Agriculture’s market forecasts 
and those of the private commercial services in 
the agricultural field. Is Thoroughbred breeding 
a unique business which can operate without com- 
mercial information? 

It doesn’t seem to be from my limited experi- 
ence. If we are to plan our operations to avoid 
the bankruptcy or difficulties which you now seem 
to feel are just ahead, this can best be done on the 
basis of information. Can we get it?

Two Plans for Purses 


Editor, THE BLoop-HorRSE: 

PURSES: That which is first to be cut when 
business is poor, and last (if ever) to be raised 
when business is good. The constant cause of 
misunderstanding and bickering between associa- 
tions and horsemen. The former stating that 
they have no way of knowing how business is 
going to be, so to be overly safe and conservative 
usually open a meeting with hardly enough dis- 
tributed to pay the expenses of the horsemen. If 
and when the raise does come, it is usually late 
and inadequate. The substituting of races with 
lower purses for ones which failed to fill, and the 
deductions for the grooms’ and trainers’ awards, 
credited to the generosity of the tracks but actual- 
ly deducted from the purses, and the ridiculously 
high purses for a few of the stakes, and the equal- 
ly ridiculous distribution of purses for the lower 
grade horses and the countless other unfair con- 
ditions would all be unnecessary if a common 
sense plan would be agreed upon. 

There are two plans which could be followed. 
One being that an association set aside its purses 
for the following season, immediately upon the 
conclusion of the current meet. The amount 
to be distributed being a certain percentage of 
the handle of the PRESENT meeting. This per- 
centage being agreed upon by proper representa- 
tives of the horsemen and the association. The 
amounts set aside for stakes and the proportion 
for the various other races also to be agreed upon, 
bearing in mind that it is the horses which caused 
the money to be earned, and not the beauty of the 
centerfield. 

The other plan, that no purses, except stakes, 
be announced in advance, nor listed in the condi- 
tion books. That the earning horses be paid 
AFTER the meeting has ended, and then in pro- 
portion to the handle for the meeting. Should 
business be poor, naturally the purses will be 
low, but with better business, purses will be bet- 
ter, and justly so. And as in the other plan, a 
fair proportion of the handle properly distributed 
can be agreed upon. A drawing account, say of 
$700, can be advanced to the placed horses of each 
race, so that at least in part the bills of the horse- 
men may be met, and this amount to be deducted 
from the final settlement. 

The publishers of various racing papers and 
statistical books, will object, because this arrange- 
ment will delay their final printing. But horse- 
men cannot eat publications, and the matter is too 
vital to allow for this consideration. Then too, 
Delaware made much of its payment AFTER its 
meeting, to winning owners. 

Isn’t it high time for the actors to get a just 
reward for their efforts and investments in very 
perishable stock? The investment in a race track 
is small when compared to the value of the horses 
on the grounds, for in a period of ten years, the 
course with some minor repairs will still be intact. 
The horses will be replaced at least three times or 
more. Usually 1,200 or more horses are on the 
grounds for a meeting, and a conservative aver- 
age would be $2,500 a head. When there are rac- 
ing bans, days or even weeks off for various rea- 
sons, horses must still be groomed and fed, and 
merely a watchman would do no good. And yet 
these horse owners who rarely can make ends 
meet, must plead for a square deal.

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Incentive for Breeders 


MONG Thoroughbred breeders there is a 
strong tendency to persuade their friends and 
neighbors to become Thoroughbred breeders. This 
is a behavior pattern as natural as the urge to 
find congenial new members for an organization, 
as natural as the conspiracy on the part of mar- 
ried persons to reduce the ranks of the unmarried, 
as natural as the urge of living things in general 
to seek happiness among creatures of common in- 
terests. 


In the Thoroughbred breeder this tendency is 
so strongly developed that, while a psychologist 
might understand it, or a naturalist, it would be 
quite incomprehensible to an economist. But, 
paradoxically, when organized breeders seek a 
way to find recruits, they tend to think almost ex- 
clusively in terms of economic measures. 


In California, scene of the breeding industry’s 
fastest growth (numerically) in recent years, a 
large amount of money has been set aside to be 
raced for exclusively by horses bred in that State; 
breeders’ awards of 10 per cent of the purse have 
come to be accepted practice; and the Legislature 
has changed the meaning of the word bred to pro- 
tect its no longer infant industry. 


In Florida, which turned out a total of 17 Thor- 
oughbred yearlings of 1945, an association of 21 
members has been formed. Falling immediately 
into the pattern, it has announced that it will go 
straight to the three race tracks operating within 
the State and ask stakes races limited to horses 
foaled in Florida. As soon as it can turn out half 
a hundred Thoroughbred foals a year, the associa- 
tion probably will ask for breeders’ awards. 
(This is our surmise, not an announcement from 
the organization itself.) 

In Mexico a bright and interesting new Spanish- 
language bi-weekly publication, Pura Sangre, of- 
ficial organ of the Mexican Jockey Club, has been 
established. In its fourth number, dated Septem- 
ber 1, is a leading article entitled “Incentive to 
the Breeders.” It argues that since breeders are

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spending large sums of money to improve the 
breed of the race horse in Mexico, it seems only 
fair that they should be recompensed in some 
form, as, for instance, by a small percentage of 
the purses won by the horses they have bred. 

In New Jersey, whose history indicates that it 
can take care of itself in open competition for 
Thoroughbred breeding honors, a new association 
of breeders has been formed. It has not yet, as 
far as we know, committed itself to breeders’ 
awards as a means of providing an incentive for 
the production of more race horses, but this is 
virtually certain to be among the first questions 
brought under consideration. 


In each of these cases we may render a peremp- 
tory judgment that it is none of our business. 
They concern geographically localized groups try- 
ing to solve their own problems according to their 
own best interests. They are local option affairs. 


But these local options add up to a national and 
international affair. They touch one another, and 
press upon one another. They invite reprisal and 
repetition; if New York and Illinois breeders and 
politicians ever get together and decide to encour- 
age the breeding of Thoroughbreds in those States 
we shall begin quickly to see whither we are go- 
ing, because they could do some powerful encour- 
aging. Further, as the pressure of additional 
breeding increases within a State, there will be an 
inevitable tendency for the breeders there to ask 
larger and larger proportions of the tracks’ dis- 
tribution to be earmarked for their special benefit 
—and, of course, to encourage still other breeders. 

Breeders who deliberately encourage new breed- 
ing ventures with special favors and special pro- 
tection are on the road to success, headed in the 
wrong direction. The people we need to recruit 
are men and women of character, enlightenment, 
and sportsmanship. Special favors are not good 
bait for such specimens. 

Finally, the breed of horses improves fastest 
where the competition is the most ruthless, where 
the special favors are fewest. The number in- 
creases fastest where special favors are greatest.

Surface Irritations 


VERYBODY knows how to build race tracks, 

of course, and this is particularly true of per- 
sons who haven’t built any. This tourist got a 
couple of illustrated lectures on the subject at 
Garden State Park during the closing days of 
the meeting, from men who have built one, and 
aren’t, to be frank, very pleased with it. There 
were a few factors in the case that were no 
fault of the track. For one thing, at the first of 
the meeting, there were some twenty-odd con- 
secutive days of rain—more of that St. Swithin 
business. For another, a ditch had been opened 
into the infield, for installing pipes of some kind, 
and nobody ever did get that ditch to stay 
filled properly. Horses would jump it sometimes 
when it was at its worst. 


Through the last few days of the meeting at 
Garden State, Messrs. Gene Mori, Walter Dono- 
van, and Ed Ellis were disposed to wish, though 
maybe not too fervently, for the customers to 
get out of the way so they could go to work on 
a new race track, which is going to be built on 
top of the old one. The impression here is that 
the subject has been pretty well thought out, and 
the new surface oughtn’t to leave much room 
for complaint. 


For one thing, the sub-surface (I mean the sec- 
tion immediately under the cushion, is going to 
be an eight-inch layer of sand and clay, and all 
of this is going to be screened beforehand, both 
to get out rocks and debris and to see that the 
sand-clay proportion is uniform throughout. This 
goes on in two four-inch layers and is rolled hard, 
and then of course the cushion goes on over this. 


The track now has a concrete curb inside the 
rail, far enough that horses can’t hit it—at least, 
none has yet. The new plan involves a somewhat 
different curb, with the posts supporting the rails 
arched out from it, of such a nature that the in- 
side wheel of the harrows runs in what amounts 
to a concrete gutter. The advantage of this ar- 
rangement, of course, is that you can always cut 
to a uniform depth. Furthermore, since the edge 
of this gutter is flush with the top of the cushion, 
it will be immediately apparent if the cushion 
drifts to the inside. 


There is, in other words, a fixed level for the 
inside of the track, and the going cannot become 
deeper on the inside without the fact becoming 
obvious right away. And Mr. Donovan says, so 
help him, there aren’t going to be any more 
ditches. Enough spare conduits and pipes will be 
laid under the new track that there will never be 
any necessity of opening it up after it is through. 

Garden State is also working up a turf course, 
probably to be ready year after next. It has a 
double oval of sprinklers, so watering it will be 
virtually automatic and will require no labor. The 
sprinklers look pretty silly right now, standing up 
bare in the infield, but when the course is com- 
pleted they will be hidden by shrubbery. Turf 
racing makes a much more colorful spectacle 
than events over the skinned course, though of 
course the length of typical American meetings 
makes it impossible to use turf for more than 
a race a day.

Too Much Business 


PEAKING of race tracks, as we were, few 

courses have ever taken the beating that the 
two tracks at Belmont Park have absorbed in the 
last three years. Used to be that everybody went 
upstate in August, and there was a month when 
Belmont was virtually horseless and the track 
superintendent could work unmolested on the rac- 
ing strip. Used to be, too, that a lot of people 
stabled up at Empire City, and while the meet- 
ings were going on there, the horse population 
on Long Island dropped. 

The way it is now, with Saratoga at Belmont 
and Empire City at Jamaica, Belmont fills up 
with horses in the early spring and there, for the 
most part, they stay until November. Working 
a track in the winter has its difficulties, as you 
will imagine, so that maintenance has been great- 
ly handicapped. Belmont isn’t quite up to pre- 
war standards, as a result, but it had to be a 
remarkable race track to stand up at all. 

As racing crowds gain and there is increasing 
use of the infield, you’d think there would be 
more of a tendency to build underpasses into the 
infields. As it is, at most tracks in the East 


there is steady traffic across the racing strip 
between races. This leaves a hard path, of course, 
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The Gaekwar Sets 
A Price Record 


N THE BtLoop-HorsE last week V. R. Orchard 

warned his American readers to expect a sen- 
sational price for a yearling colt by Nearco—Rosy 
Legend, thus a full brother to the Derby winner 
Dante, at the Newmarket sales. On September 
12 the cables carried a few details of the sale, 
which was, beyond question, sensational. 


The early bidding on the colt was done largely 
by Martin Benson (formerly head of the book- 
making firm of Douglas Stuart), John Hamer, a 
north of England breeder and owner, and Major 
C. Tremayne, best known as a polo star. The 
highest American record, $75,000, was passed in 
30 seconds. When the bidding got above 20,000 
guineas Trainer F. Armstrong entered the compe- 
tition and, two minutes and ten seconds after the 
first bid, ‘the colt was knocked down to him at 
28,000 guineas, the highest price ever paid for a 
yearling. At current exchange rates this 
amounted to $118,440. (Cabled reports variously 
reported $117,000, $117,600.) 

Mr. Armstrong was representing the Gaekwar 
of Baroda, fabulously wealthy ruler of an Indian 
principality. The Gaekwar, reputed the eighth 
richest man in the world, or thereabouts, has sig- 
nified his intention of taking a place among the 
world’s leading men of the Turf, and it is not nec- 
essary for him to weigh the value of money in his 
efforts toward that goal. At Newmarket last 
week he spent approximately $280,000 for six 
yearlings. 


and a horse needs no better excuse to break his 
leg. So at every track there are at least two or 
three men who spend the afternoon, with rakes, 
harrows, plows, and what not, cutting up this 
path seven or eight times a day. The chances of 
keeping any sort of uniformity between the paths 
and the rest of the track seems a little dim 
anyway, and it appears to be quite a waste of 
time and energy. I should think the same num- 
ber of men could almost dig an underpass in the 
same length of time. You’d think that after a 
man plowed up a path seven times a day, with 
the sure knowledge it would be beaten hard seven 
times tomorrow and tomorrow and tomorrow, 
he’d begin to feel that life isn’t purposive. 


Not Too Bad 


HIS bystander got off pretty lucky with a 

mildly disparaging reference to quarter- 
horses in this space several weeks ago. There’s 
only one challenge so far, from out in Arizona. 
As the thoughtful reader will realize, this on- 
looker doesn’t have any horses to match with 
quarter-horses, and wouldn’t if he had, because 
there’s more money on the regular tracks, and 
as for betting, I’ve never seen the totalizator 
take back for anybody. That’s why this Thor- 


oughbred-Quarter-Horse argument is such a good 
one. If a Thoroughbred is top-notch, he can run 
now for all sorts of money every time he can be 
got ready, without going a-junketing to Arizona. 
So the thing can’t be settled definitely. 

He was the leading buyer in the richest market 
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English market breeders ever saw. In the sales 
series a total of 318 yearlings were disposed of for 
a sum which the Associated Press transposed into 
American dollars as $2,155,526. This would be an 
average of $6,778. (A more complete report will 
be available shortly from Mr. Orchard.) 

The Nearco—Rosy Legend colt is a top individ- 
ual and a full brother to the 1945 Derby winner 
Dante, regarded by many British horsemen as the 
best race horse in that country for many years. 
Dante was undefeated as a 2-year-old, but suf- 
fered an injury to an eye shortly before the first 
of the classic races in 1945, the one mile Two 
Thousand Guineas, in which he finished a close 
second to Lord Astor’s Court Martial. He was a 
late withdrawal from the St. Leger Stakes, under 
circumstances which have set all England specu- 
lating as to the reason. 

Nearco, sire of the record-priced colt, was un- 
beaten as a race horse. In his last race, the 
Grand Prix de Paris, he easily defeated the win- 
ners of both the English and French Derbys. He 
has been an extremely successful sire of 2-year- 
olds. In the four crops by Nearco which have ap- 
peared in public, he has twice sired the best 2- 
year-old colt, and also twice sired the best 2-year- 
old filly. Nearco was bred by Capt. Federico 
Tesio at Dormello, Italy, and is the most famous 
horse both on the Turf and at the stud, to have 
been bred in Italy. 

Rosy Legend, the dam, was bred in France 
where she and her dam were the winners of a few 
minor races. Among her produce older than 
Dante is Harroway (by Fairway), considered the 
best horse in training in England in 1944 older 
than three years of age, at distances short of a 
mile and a half. The female line runs back to 
Sanctimony, a mare which bred several good 
horses for Baron Edouard de Rothschild, inelud- 
ing perhaps his best stallion, Sans Souci II. Back 
of that the line traces in tail female to Poca- 
hontas, the dam of Stockwell, King Tom, and 
Rataplan, and often referred to as the greatest 
broodmare in the General Stud Book.

H. B. Swope Resigns 


In protest against the “deliberate discourtesy 
of the five New York tracks in planning their own 
fall charity meeting” without consulting the Turf 
Committee of America, Herbert Bayard Swope 
last week tendered his resignation as chairman of 
that war-born agency. The tracks quickly issued 

a statement expressing regret “if they have cre- 
pre an impression that they or anyone else in 
racing have failed to recognize to its fullest ex- 
tent the great contribution made to the war effort 
and racing by Mr. Swope and his associates.” 

Mr. Swope has been the mainspring of the Turf 
Committee of America, which was now expected 
to disappear from the racing scene, not so much 
because Mr. Swope had resigned as because its 
usefulness is ending.

In the annual brisk debate over the merits of 
2-year-olds from different sections of the country 
there is usually keen rivalry between those racing 
in the East and those racing in the Middle West. 
The autumn stakes usually provide the interest- 
ing spectacle of the pick of the basket from each 
racing area contending to establish the two-year- 
old championship. 

At the close of Arlington and Washington Park 
meetings in Chicago, several of the best colts 
shown there moved on to New York. In the Hope- 
ful Stakes, the Chicago-raced colts had all the 
best of it, Star Pilot, Inroc, and Revoked filling 
the first three places. In the Cowdin Stakes, also 
at 6% furlongs, the western invaders again had 
the better of the argument. Knockdown, a Dis- 
covery colt in the powerful Maine Chance Farm 
stable, which had raced in Chicago, proved to be 
the winer, by a length and a half from Revoked, 
another Middle Western colt which was giving 
him 12 pounds. 

This result provides an opportunity for a tenta- 
tive estimate as to the relative merits of the 2- 
year-olds which have appeared in public to date. 
From this consideration, the leading fillies had 
best be excluded, though some handicappers’ fig- 
ures place Maine Chance Farm’s grand filly Beau- 
gay at least five pounds in front of the best colts. 
Such an assessment is filled with danger, as fillies 
often mature much faster than colts, and stop im- 
proving at a much earlier age. The fact that 


Beaugay may have been the best 2-year-old in the 
spring and midsummer does not necessarily mean 
that she will still be the best by late autumn, 


= 
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much less that she will reign supreme as a 3- 
year-old. 

Among the colts, one feature of the season has 
been the fact that as soon as any colt incurred a 
weight penalty through winning an important 
stake, he was unable successfully to concede any 
substantial amount of weight to his competitors in 
the subsequent stakes. Mist 0’ Gold had won 
three stakes in New York, and had claims to be 
considered about the best of the Eastern colts. 
But when he was burdened with 126 pounds in the 
Hopeful, he was beaten off more than five lengths 
by Star Pilot and Inroc, each carrying 112. In 
that race Revoked also carried 126, and beat Mist 
0’ Gold about two lengths. 

Due to the penalty incurred in the Hopeful, 
Star Pilot was set to carry 126 in the Cowdin, but 
finished almost five lengths back of Revoked at 
level weights. This was a change of eight 
lengths, and 14 pounds in favor of Revoked. Mist 
0’ Gold, again at level weights with Revoked, fin- 
ished two and a half lengths back. The form of 
these two colts, which shared equal top weights in 
both the Hopeful and the Cowdin, is thus very 
consistent, Revoked coming out something over 
two lengths better than Mist o’ Gold. 

Since Revoked has twice beaten the best Eastern 
colts, carrying top weight each time, and also de- 
feated Star Pilot at even weights in decisive 
fashion, it seems fair to conclude that he is the 
best 2-year-old colt which has yet appeared in 
public, and which is still in action. Knockdown’s 
margin of a length and a half over Revoked in 
the Cowdin was hardly sufficient to account for 
the 12 pounds advantage he enjoyed in the 
weights, even if no excuses ate made on the 
ground of luck in the running. 

Inroe has twice finished in front of Revoked, 
once winning by a neck at level weights in Chi- 
cago, when some horsemen thought Revoked ran a 
little green, and once in New York, when with a 
14-pound pull in the weights, he ran second in the 
Hopeful a length and a half in front of Revoked. 
Considering the weights, the Hopeful form makes 
Revoked somewhat the better of the two. 

_ Two or three other colts rank high, though it is 
difficult to get an exact line on them. Air Rate is 
an unbeaten winner of six races, and has done 
everything asked of him. He has been racing 
chiefly in New England, making one excursion to 
Garden State Park. His form with Sea Snack, to 
which he gave six pounds and a three-quarter 
length beating, suggests that he is little, if any- 
thing, behind the best colts in New York. High 
Shine is another undefeated colt, which handicap- 
pers report, on the strength of his three victories, 
is about on the same mark as Revoked. Calumet 
Farm showed another colt last spring called In 
Earnest, which was sent back to the farm carry- 
ing the expectation of numerous guessers that he 
would win the 1946 Kentucky Derby. 

Among the colts now out of active competition, 
the best record had been made by Spy Song win- 
ner of the Arlington Futurity and undefeated 
until the Washington Park Futurity, in which he 
was kicked on the knee. The cold figures of some 
skilful handicappers made him out to be about the 
same colt as Revoked, but there was a sharp dis- 
sent from this view on the part of Spy Song sup- 
porters. Whatever their views, horsemen would 


extend his owner, Charles T. Fisher, and _ his 
trainer, Jack Hodgins, their best wishes for a full 
and speedy recovery of Spy Song. 

With three important Futurities still to be run 
(Revoked probably will contest only the one at 
Belmont Park, on September 29), there is still 
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time for a considerable clarification of the 2-year- 
old form. Up to the present, however, no single 
colt has overwhelming claims to the champion- 
ship. 

Some accounts of the Cowdin reported consid- 
erable roughness in the running, with Knockdown 
bearing over on Southern Pride near the end. The 
later colt put up a good performance, carrying 
120 pounds, and his record to date is a model of 
consistency, five starts, three first, one second, 
one third. If something is allowed for his being 
impeded by Knockdown, he is entitled to be con- 
sidered as the second best colt in the race, giving 
six pounds to the winner, and finishing only two 
and a half lengths back. 

Knockdown, the winner of the Cowdin, had al- 
ready shown he was a colt of considerable class in 
finishing second to Spy Song in the Arlington Fu- 
turity, beaten five lengths at level weights. In 
the Washington Park Futurity, he had been sixth 
to Revoked, beaten nine lengths at level weights. 

In the Cowdin, the three placed colts were all 
well up from the start. Knockdown made his 
move from the outside, and Revoked saved some 
ground coming along the inside entering the 
stretch. Among the unplaced colts, Assault came 
from far back and closed strorfgly, indicating that 
he may be heard from again when the distances 
are stretched.

Knockdown, foaled April 15, 1943, at Lt. Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm at Glyndon, Md., 
was included in the Sagamore consignment to the 
Fasig-Tipton Company’s yearling sales at Mead- 
ow Brook in August, 1944. 

Lieutenarit Vanderbilt is not primarily a mar- 
ket breeder and makes no effort to select the best 
of his yearlings to be sold by auction. But at the 
1943 sales Maine Chance Farm had picked up an 
unprepossessing colt by *Bahram out of Bride 
Elect. This colt, named Super Duper, won but 
failed by a considerable margin to live up to his 
name, as far as his public form showed. But by 
the stable’s appraisal he was a very fast colt, de- 
spite unsoundness, and it was Super ‘Duper’s 
thwarted promise which led Mrs. Elizabeth Night- 
ingale Graham to purchase his_ half-brother, 
Knockdown. 

At $2,000 Knockdown was the second-cheapest 
yearling purchased last year by Maine Chance 
Farm in a total expenditure of $287,700 at Keene- 
land and Meadow Brook. In five starts he has 
now won three races, finished once second, and 
earned $33,005. He is eligible for the Futurity.

To each new buyer he apparently looked 
better, and presumably a profit was made all 
along the line.

L. A. BEARD TO BE HONORED 


UEST of honor at the annual testimonial din- 
ner of the Thoroughbred Club of America will 
be Major Louie A. Beard, general manager of 
Greentree Stable, it was announced by President 
Charles A. Asbury at the September 15 meeting 
of the club, held at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington. 
The date of the dinner, which is a highlight of the 
fall season in Kentucky, was not announced, but 
it may be on the evening of Friday, November 16. 
(The fall sales at Keeneland will not be concluded 
until Thursday evening, November 15.) 

The Thoroughbred Club annual dinners honor- 
ing men of distinction in racing began in 1932, 
with a testimonial to Col. Edward Riley Bradley, 
and have come to represent one of the extreme 
honors of the American Turf. 

This year’s guest, who was sergeant major to 
Gen. George S. Patton when the latter was ad- 
jutant of the corps at West Point, resigned from 
the Army in 1925 to take over the management of 
the late Harry Payne Whitney’s racing and breed- 
ing interests, a position he continued, under H. P. 
and C. V. Whitney, until 1938, at the same time 
managing the growing Turf interests of the 
Greentree Stable. Before he came into racing he 
was an outstanding polo player, and he has to his 
credit a victory in the 1922 300-mile endurance 
ride which helped to fix the policies of the Army’s 
Remount Service. 

In racing Major Beard has sought to avoid the 
spotlight. But as a member of the boards of the 
American Turf Association, Belmont Park, Sara- 
toga, Jamaica, the Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
ciations, as a member of The Jockey Club, as a 
leading figure in the organization of the non- 
profit track at Keeneland, as an officer of the 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Association, 
his influence has grown steadily. This year he 
rendered inconspicuous but highly important serv- 
ice during the racing ban. The spotlight has now 
found him.

ORONTO, Ontario, Sept. 14.—Racing moved 

back into Toronto early in September and 
the lack of stakes and such that prevailed dur- 
ing the summer at most of the tracks outside 
Toronto, took a decided turn for the better. Al- 
ways the leader in the matter of events to de- 
velop the best in Canadian breeding, the Ontario 
Jockey Club’s Woodbine Park had its usual at- 
tractive program. 

Opening day—Saturday, September 8—found 
about the hottest weather of the entire year. 
Many fans hied away to summer cottages and 
attendance took a downward trend. However, 
close to 20,000 enjoyed the fine program. 

Though some of the top-grade Canadian-owned 
juveniles are away—such as those of the Park- 
wood, Hatch, and Four Oaks stables—the popular 
R. S. McLaughlin, of Oshawa, had one at home 
in his barn good enough to win the thirty-seventh 
running of the Grey Stakes Handicap, open to 
2-year-olds of Canadian and American breeding. 
This one had raced at Detroit, but was not con- 
sidered as good as Wee Admiral and Gregalach, 
which remained at Detroit and, on the same day, 
ran first and second in a $10,000 event. 

Thus it was a big day for “R. S.,” who, ser- 
iously ill with pneumonia for some time, is now 
on the road to recovery, though not well enough 
yet to be on hand to see his horses run. 


Hyperhelio, a colt by *Heliopolis out of Trans- 
cendent, by Transmute, beat Hemflag by a half- 
length. The latter, despite races at Detroit to 
gain experience, swerved in the stretch when lead- 
ing, lost ground, came on again and might have 
made it had the journey been a bit longer. 

Later in the meeting much the same field met 
again in an allowance event and a filly called 
Spartan Gal, owned by J. McIntyre and sired by 
*Onslaught II, beat Hyperhelio, while Hemflag 
finished out of the money. 


The thirty-sixth running of the Woodbine 
Autumn Steeplechase, run on opening day, went 
to the *Osiris II mare Nile Valley, which just 
beat Risky Man and Sun Town, the two that rep- 
resented Gordon Perry, whose colors had been 
carried so often to victory in the featured steeple- 
chase. It was a thrilling two-horse finish with

It 
was the closest thing to a dead heat. 

The Autumn Handicap, at one time the out- 
standing race of the fall meeting of the O. J. C., 
e-but now down in the $2,000 class, went to Harry 
Hatch’s Be Brief. Second was Maracay, which 
thad been claimed for a low figure earlier in the 
season but had raced with much success against 
those on the Ontario circuit. The Autumn Handi- 
cap list of winners over the years includes such 
names as Exterminator, My Dear, Hallucination, 
Display, Sun Beau, and Gaffsman. Be Brief, a 5- 
year-old son of Brevity, has been a very useful 
horse for Mr. Hatch. 


The Maple Leaf Stakes, since 1892 a highlight 
of the fall racing in Toronto, and fashioned for 
3- and 4-year-old fillies of Canadian breeding, and 
with an added value of $2,500, went to the popu- 
lar London owner J. E. Smallman, who races 
under the name of the Medway Stable. Mr. Small- 
man won the race with the home-bred Floral 
Gift, a daughter of Khorasan out of Lady Floyd. 
Favorite was Mr. Hatch’s Sayonara, but this 
one, after setting the pace, had enough after six 
furlongs. Floral Gift won by five lengths, with 
Si Si second and Toomuch third. 


Distance events have always played an impor- 
tant part in fall racing in Toronto. The first 
test of importance came in the 1%-mile Durham 
Cup, for horses of Canadian breeding. Seven 
accepted the issue and the winner was Broom 
Time, bred in Western Canada by R. James 
Speers, of Winnipeg, and later sold to the Brae- 
side Stable of J. C. Coleman, president of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. Last fall, after fail- 
ing to show much, Broom Time was dropped into 
the $1,000 claiming ranks and was taken by J. E. 
Frost, of Toronto, for whom he shortly took the 
Breeders’ Stakes at Woodbine Park. His victory 
in the Durham Cup by a length and a half proved 
him one of the best claims made on the Canadian 
circuit in many a day. 

It was the third year in succession that the 
Durham Cup had been taken by a Western 
Canada-bred. 

The highlight of fall racing in Toronto, of 
course, is the triple crown for the juveniles— 
Coronation Stakes, Clarendon Plate, and Mrs. 
Orpen’s Cup and Saucer. They will be reviewed 
later as they are run. 

The sport for the first five days of the Toronto 
season was good, as indicated by the fact that 
invaders from Detroit found it difficult to win 
events. 


Coming up early in October will be the annual 
yearling sales conducted by the Canadian Thor- 
oughbred Horse Society, of which the popular 
Frank J. Selke is the president. “Doc” Bond 
will conduct the sales and it is expected, in view 
of the increased prices offered at the sales in 
the United States, that the Canadian sales will 
take the same upturn.

66 E are going to prove that Florida is suit- 

able for the breeding of Thoroughbreds.

Zachar, the Florida Thoroughbred Association, 
formally organized at a meeting in Miami Sep- 
tember 11, has declared its principal purpose. 

There are, Mr. Zachar said, 21 farms in Florida 
which breed Thoroughbreds. There are 27 Flori- 
da-bred yearlings of 1945 “and 13 2-year-olds 
and up now available for racing this winter.” For 
these, and their successors, the Florida breeders 
planned to make an immediate approach to Hia- 
leah, Tropical, and Gulfstream Parks to arrange 
stakes races exclusively for Florida-bred horses. 

The new association elected James H. Bright 
president, Carl G. Rose vice president, Mr. Zachar 
secretary, and Charles A. O’Neil, Jr., treasurer. 
Other members of the board of directors are 
Hunter Lyon (chairman), Dr. George E. Woolard, 
Tilyou Christopher, Dr. J. H. Yarborough, Dan 
Chappell, Dr. B. F. Whitten, and Dr. C. C. Collins. 
The next meeting of the association has been set 
for December 4, four days after the Florida rac- 
ing season opens at Gulfstream Park.

The Genesee Valley Show 


VON, N. Y.—For a great many years the 

limestone area of New York State’s Genesee 
Valley has produced some grand hunters and 
rugged ’chasers, the business of breeding horses 
having been encouraged among the farmers of 
the valley by the Breeding Bureau of The Jockey 
Club and by the Genesee Valley Breeding Associa- 
tion. The Wadsworth family has owned many 
hundreds of acres of good land in Lovingston 
County, New York, since colonial days and al- 
ways has been interested in the development of 
the valley’s products. It was the late Mrs. Her- 
bert Wadsworth who was the mainspring of the 
movement which resulted in the founding of the 
Lookover Stallion Station and the development 
of the shows at Avon Springs and the breeders’ 
association. 

At Geneseo the late Major Austin Wadsworth 
raised many a good horse at The Homestead, 
where his son William P. Wadsworth, now in the 
Army, has some fine mares and the stallion 
Whichmate, by *Uncle George II, in his vast 
stables. The Homestead has been ably managed 
by Mrs. W. P. Wadsworth during her husband’s 
absence and is today an outstanding hunter- 
breeding establishment. Many ribbons went to 
the Homestead entries at the Avon show. The 
Maryland Hunt Cup winner Hotspur II was a 
product of the Homestead. 

This year the results of the policy of the Breed- 
ing Bureau of The Jockey Club of sending good 
mares as well as stallions into the valley are be- 
coming apparent. The quality of the broodmare 
classes at the Valley Show and of the entries in 
the younger divisions was markedly improved 
over years ago. Today the old rugged half-breds 
are in the minority, the tendency being toward 
class and quality throughout. This was empha- 
sized by this year’s show placings, as both judges, 
Elliott Nicholls and Fred Bontecou, preferred 
lightweight hunters. 

John A. Morris, chairman, and Fred Parks, 
secretary, represented the Breeding Bureau of 
The Jockey Club at the affair, supported by the 
Jockey Club’s publie relations counsel, Robert F. 
Kelley, who took over the announcing at the show, 
and did a great job of it. Mrs. Charles Z. Case, 
president of the G. V. B. A., and John Steele, 
secretary, were kept busy throughout the show, 
which was held September 7 and 8 down near 
Avon Springs, whose water is locally more es- 
teemed than that of Saratoga’s more famous spa. 

The stallion class—which is really only a pa- 
rade of stallions, in which the judges make their 
placings solely on the basis of “manners and con- 
dition,” to stick to the letter of a state law—drew 
the usual wide attention. It was headed for the 
fourth successive year by Sailor King, by Boat- 
swain out of *Lady Rosemary, by Blandford, bred 
by Walter M. Jeffords. Though supposedly judg- 
ing under the program conditions, the judges did 
not mind saying also that they “preferred Sailor 
King as a hunter sire.” A well balanced, good- 


moving dark brown, Sailor King is siring some 
handsome stock in the valley, not the least of 
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Bay, 1940, by Prince Rose (leading sire in Belgium)—Cosquilla (out- 
standing race mare in France), by Papyrus (English Derby winner). 


CONSISTENTLY A HORSE OF STAMINA AND SPEED

*Princequillo, a horse of stamina and speed in each of the three sea- 
sons he raced, was unplaced only once in his 10 starts at 2.

He won Saratoga Handicap (1% miles) by 
five lengths over Bolingbroke, with Shut Out third. He won Jockey 
Club Gold Cup (2 miles), defeating Bolingbroke, Fairy Manhurst, etc. 
*Princequillo met Bolingbroke five times at 3, won four times, lost to 
Bolingbroke by a neck in Whitney Stakes, a race in which *Princequillo 


finished well ahead of Shut Out and Boysy.

Also at top weight, he won Mer- 
chants’ and Citizens’ Handicap, defeating Ramillies, Wait A Bit, Some 
Chance, Four Freedoms, Grant Rice, Alquest, etc. He lost by half a 
length to Devil Diver in the Whitney, but four days later he defeated 
Devil Diver by 3 lengths and First Fiddle by 5 lengths in the Saratoga 
Handicap.

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which is his son Little Fellar, out of Miss Wheeler, 
by Long Tongue. 

Little Fellar, which would have brought a good 
price at a yearling sale, is a neatly made, smart 
colt. He won the yearling class, the yearling 
championship, and wound up as grand champion 
of the show. He is bred and owned by Maxwell 
Glover and Son, of Geneseo, at whose farm 
Sailor King has always stood. The colt was 
shown by young Bob Glover, who looked some- 
what out of his element as he paraded past the 
judges in his Navy “blues.” The young man is 
stationed at Bainbridge Naval Base. Leon Had- 
cock and Sons showed a strapping big filly to gain 
second award in the yearling division; this was a 
chestnut daughter of *Tourist II, (which is breed- 
ing well here) and Lady Olambala, by Olambala. 

Sailor King and *Tourist II get most of the 
mares, it appears, and certainly got most of the 
best of the foals, though the Omahas and Which- 
mates looked good also. 

A Virginia-bred mare, Roicraft, by Woodcraft, 
was broodmare champion, being shown by John 
Hasler, who does such a good job as custodian 
of the stallions at The Jockey Club’s Lookover 
Stallion Station, where all Jockey Club-owned 
stallions spend their off months in the fashion of 
gentlemen of leisure. The foal by *Tourist II 
out of Lady Olambala won the Jockey Club Cup 
and foal championship for the Hadcocks. There 
were two classes for mares bred for the first 
time in 1945 that drew a number of good entries, 
the Wadsworth mares winning both of them. 

I started out to write of the stallions some 
time back, but got detoured to their offspring.

The First Post War St. Leger 


ONDON, Sept. 8.—You might imagine that the 
1945 St. Leger, run, not at Doncaster, but at 
York, with the great Dante missing from the field, 
with not even the second or third in the Derby 
amongst the competitors—you might imagine that 
the affair was a flop. Not at all. It was a tre- 
mendous affair, watched perhaps by the greatest 
crowd that has ever assembled on the historic 
Knavesmire. 

Knavesmire is a big, open heath, just over a 
mile from the ancient city, with its noble Minster 
and its Roman walls. The stands side of the race 
course is enclosed but the center of it is open to 
the crowd; several people, in fact, had brought 
their caravans there some days before the race 
and had camped on it. Thus the crowd could not 
be numbered; its size could only be guessed at. 
Estimates varied from 200,000 to 250,000; this is 
quite enough for an overworked police staff to 
handle.

R. C. St. Legers . . . a really ex- 
traordinary feat for he was opposed 
by such colts as Beau Vite, High 
Caste, etc., it being a vintage year 
for three-year-olds. He won at 42 
furlongs, 6 furlongs, 7 furlongs, one 
mile, mile and one-half and a mile 
and three-quarters. 


His sire, Marconigram, an Eng- 
lish-bred grandson of Tracery, made 
quick progress as a sire of stayers. 
His son, Marabou, won Melbourne 
Cup (2 miles), $40,000. Another son, 
Contact, won Sydney Cup (2 miles), 
$19,000. Marconigram’s daughter, 
Record, won the Gimcrack. Mara- 
bou in turn sired Skipton, winner of 
the V. R. C. Cup, Caulfield Cup, 12 
miles, and Melbourne Cup, 1941.

*Reading II's great grandsire, Trac- 
ery, which established staying lines 
on four continents.

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


The great disappointment was the running of 
the only two fillies, Blue Smoke and Naishapur. 
Neither gave her true form; Richards, in fact, 
said that his mount, Naishapur, ran like a plater. 
I can only imagine that neither could go on the 
very hard ground. No serious excuses were of- 
fered for the unplaced horses and Chamossaire 
was by no means an unpopular winner. He had 
previously finished fourth to Dante in the Derby. 

His owner has been racing for about 12 years, 
although it is only in the last few years that he 
has raced on an important seale. He is a son of 
the late Solly Joel and a cousin of H. J. (Jim) 
Joel. The papers describe him as being a million- 
aire, although I did not know we had any left. He 
probably had a good bet, but no suicides among 
the bookmakers have been reported as yet. 

Stanhope Joel bought Chamossaire as a year- 
ling for 2,700 guineas at the Newmarket Sales of 
1943. The colt was bred at the National Stud 
from Precipitation and Snowberry. Precipitation 
is the property of Lady Zia Wernher, and stands 
at the Someries Stud, Newmarket, at 200 guineas. 
He did not run at two years but won good races 
at three, including the Jockey Club Stakes; he 
proved himself a great stayer at four, and won 
the Ascot Gold Cup from a good field, which in- 
cluded William Woodward’s St. Leger winner 
*Boswell. He is doing very well, progressively, at 
stud, although Chamossaire is his first big winner. 
He is our principal representative, you will note, 
of the Matchem line, which seemed nearly doomed 
to extinction. 

The dam, Snowberry, was a sprinter when in 
training, like her own dam. Snowberry is by the 
Derby winner Cameronian out of Myrobella, by 
Tetratema—Dolabella, by White Eagle. It is a 
good winning family, from which were produced 
the Two Thousand Guineas winner Big Game 
(*Bahram—Myrobella) and others. The conven- 
tional summing-up of the winner’s pedigree is 
that he is by a staying sire from a sprinting dam, 
which is a pain in the neck to those breeders who 
believe in breeding from a fast sire and a staying 
dam. The great thing, however, is that Precipita- 
tion, which is really a very good sire indeed, is 
now “made” for good. We may see this reflected 
when his yearlings come up for sale next week.

Trotting at Bay Meadows 


Harness racing, now resurgent after a long 
period in the doldrums, promises to find impor- 
tant new centers of activity in California. Last 
week it moved into the Bay Meadows running 
track near San Francisco, with results indicated 
in the following telegram from Charles E. Feld- 
man, public relations agent for the Pacific Coast 
Trotting Association: 

“The first day of a three-day trotting meet, 
Sept. 15, 18, and 19, the Victory Trots sponsored 
by the Pacific Coast Trotting Association at Bay 
Meadows race track, San Mateo, Calif., was at- 
tended by 8,600 enthusiastic patrons with a total 
handle of $124,731. Al Fiske, representing the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board, stated that the $5,000 
received by the State for pari-mutuel taxation 
was the largest ever received from harness rac- 
ing in California. William P. Kyne, general man- 
ager of Bay Meadows, who donated all the facili- 
ties of the track, predicts a bright future for 
harness racing in California. Richie Roberts, 
Edith Kelly, and Walter S. Found, officials of 
the Pacific Coast Trotting Association, stated 
that all profits of the meeting were donated to 
the Veterans Rehabilitation Fund.”
